“We get ragors from all over the
conntry,” said the propristor of a
Chicago razor grinding shop. ‘“The
razor gets worn down so that honing
will not suffice to put it in condition.
The razors get into the barber shops
and the barbers send them to us—
that is, they are sent by the out-of-
town barbers. We have & list of our
regular eustomers in the ecity, and
our men visit the shops to get the
razora in nead of repair.

“Only a Iarge city can afford to
keep the appliances necessary for the
delicate work on finely tempered
razors. The principal reason for this
is the price of grindstones and a tho-
ough knowledge of the eraft. The
only good grindstones for use on razors
come from Germany. Ohlo has grind.
stones, but they are inferior for razor
sharpening purpuses to the tierman
article, no matter what Ohio manu-
facturers may say. The duty on
grindstones has been increased; al
though we have none here that can
compete with the foreign article. We
now make as good razors here as they
doin FEngland or Germany, but we
can’'t make them as cheap as we could
before the Wilson bill became a law.,
U'p to ten years ago it was thought
that the reason that we could not
temper our razors s well as they do
it in England was because of & pecu-
linr deficieney in our water. That
has been proved to be a fallacy, us
we now manufacture razors in Massa-
chusetts snd in Newark fully as good
ns they are made in England. All
English razors, you know, are sent to
Germany to be concaved. That is bes
cause of the superiority of the Ger
man grlmlstunes b

CONFECTIONERB' FLA-VORING.

Sugar, O, FPerfume and HAtearin
Usnd In Thelr Manufacture.

The  peculiar and characteristie
odors of Nowers, leaves, fruits. seeds,
roots, barks and woods are due tothe
presence of essential oils. Without
the latter there wonld be no lignors
or perfumery, and splces would be
unknown. Insome plants the oil is
found only in the flowers, as the rose
and violet: in others in the fruit, as
the nutmeg; in others in the unex-
panded buds, as the clove: in others
in the bark, as certain laurels, und in
still others in the onter rind of the
fruit, as the orange and lemon.

Italy supplies the world with orange
and lemon oils, and the Italians are
up to all the tricks of mixing and
adulterating. The United States
consul-genernl to Italy reports that
practically all of the orange and
lemon olls which reach the United
States are sophisticated to o great
extent,  HBergamot, the most costly,
is adulterated  with oil of sweet
orange, turpentine, mineral oil, piteh
and essence of pepperment. Pitch is
employed for coloring, and stearin is
added to increas» bulk and weight.
The most important adulterant is
turpentine, which is so nearly related
chemieally to the oil of lemon—both
being terpenes—that its presence as
an ingredient ean hardly be detected
by uullw\m
